The study of Political Science serves 
two different functions. On the one 
hand, it stimulates the interest of those 
students who want a clear grasp of 
contemporary political developments, 
both domestic and international. On 
the other hand, it provides a sound 
undergraduate training of specialists 
who intend to pursue graduate studies 
in such areas as government and poli- 
tics, law, international affairs and 
diplomacy, as well as public and pri- 
vate sector service. 
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The Department of Political Science 
offers a wide range of courses to 
acquaint students with the complex 
work of contemporary governments 
and politics. Class sizes have been 
maintained at a manageable level, 
which enables faculty members to 
establish a direct relationship with 
each one of their students. The curricu- 
lum provides the theoretical founda- 
tions, analytical skills, and research 
methods for understanding the making 
of government policy as well as the 
underlying nature and purpose of 
political processes. 


What sets the Political Science depart- 
ment apart from others is that it is not 
limited to any single perspective on the 
scope of political science, nor to any 
orthodoxy regarding methods, 
approaches or theories in the disci- 
pline. In addition, both the undergrad- 
uate and graduate programs have the 
option of permitting students to com- 
plete an internship program with the 
Public Service 
Commission of 
Canada. The gradu- 
ates of Political 
Science are well- 
rounded, concerned 
citizens, prepared 
for careers in the 
public service and 
the private sector.

Honours in Political Science (60 credits) 
Major in Political Science (42 credits) 
Minor in Political Science (24 credits) 


Graduate level: 

Masters in Public Policy and Public 

Administration (MPPPA) 
This is a 45-credit program which has 
three options: Courses, Internship and 
Thesis. This is a competitive program 
where 25 to 28 students are admitted 
per year. All internships are provided by 
the department usually in conjunction 
with the Federal Government in Ottawa.
